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THE  HAROLD  S.  GILMAN  MUSEUM 

1977  was  the  first  year  the  museum  was  open  for  the  full  summer 
season,  opening  day  Saturday  July  2nd,  closing  day  Sunday  September 
28th,  Visiting  days  were  each  Wednesday  and  Saturday  and  the  first 
Sunday  of  each  month,  hours  2:00  to  5:00  P.M. 

There  were  two  visiting  days  prior  to  July  2nd  -  the  first  on 
Memorial  Day  when  in  collaboration  with  the  American  Legion,  Gov. 
Meldrim  Thomson  came  to  Alton  and  laid  the  cornerstone.  Selectman 
Perkins  introduced  the  Governor  who  gave  a  fine  address  on  the  history 
of  the  museum  and  stressed  what  a  wonderful  gift  Mr.  Harold  Gilman 
had  given  to  Alton.  The  public  was  Invited  to  visit  the  museum  and 
the  response  led  to  our  largest  attendance  to  date. 

On  June  10th  Chairman  Mildred  Lane  and  Secretary  Eveline 
Mooney  opened  the  museum  to  members  of  the  Wolfeboro  D.A.R.  Pres- 
ident Ida  Pineo  had  written  advising  the  D.A.R.  were  holding  their 
Annual  Luncheon  Meeting  in  Alton  and  would  like  to  visit  the  Gilman 
Museum.  They  were  a  delighful  enthusiastic  group  and  were  much 
impressed  by  the  contents  and  the  manner  in  which  they  were  displayed. 

The  committee  feels  1977  was  a  most  successful  year  with  over 
650  visitors  including  many  teenagers  who  surprised  us  by  their  great 
interest.  We  had  hoped  to  open  in  October  for  several  days  in  order 
that  classes  from  the  Alton  Schools  might  have  the  opportunity  to  see 
the  museum,  however,  the  Principal  Mr.  Poole  and  teacher  Mrs.  Nancy 
Johnston  felt  this  project  would  better  fit  in  during  the  spring  term. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  deep  appreciation  to  the  Alton  residents 
who  so  faithfully  volunteered  their  time  and  services  to  act  as  host 
and  hostesses  on  our  visiting  days;  to  Selectman  Perkins  and  the 
Alton  Police  Department  for  opening  and  closing  the  museum  on  several 
occasions.  We  wish  to  thank  the  Police  Department  for  carefully 
checking  the  doors  days  and  nights.  We  also  appreciate  the  work 
contributed  by  the  Alton  Garden  Club  In  planting  the  urns  and  for  their 
additional  services. 

A  bronze  plaque,  gift  of  Audrey  and  Elliot  Burbank,  was  installed 
in  the  museum.  This  commemorates  the  Charter  Committee  Members, 
Selectmen,  Builder,  Architect  and  Curator,  who  were  responsible  for 
the  construction  and  arranging  of  the  Interior,  etc. 

We  were  saddened  by  the  loss  of  one  of  our  charter  members  and 
one  of  our  most  faithful  workers,  Elliot  Burbank,  who  also  served  as 
treasurer  for  several  years.

TRUSTEES  REPORT 
GILMAN  LIBRARY 

Alton's  population  has  reached  the  two  thousand  mark  and  so 
to  continue  to  meet  the  minimum  standards  of  the  Statewide  Library 
Development  Program  the  library's  hours  were  Increased  to  twenty 
hours  a  week  from  a  former  fifteen. 

The  librarian  has  completed  the  Public  Library  Techniques  Pro- 
gram offered  by  the  continuing  education  department  of  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire. 

Approximately  one  half  of  the  library's  book  collection  is  now 
fully  catalogued. 

Circulation  has  increased  4%.  Inter-library  cooperation  was  con- 
tinued. Paperback  book  collections  were  swapped  with  the  New 
Durham  Public  Library.  The  library  continued  to  participate  in  Alton's 
Right  to  Read  Program  in  conjunction  with  the  Alton  School. 

Spring  and  fall  trips  to  the  library  by  the  elementary  students  and 
their  teachers  took  place.  There  were  ten  story  hours  during  the 
Children's  Summer  Program.  The  Children's  Summer  Reading  Club 
included  forty-seven  active  members. 

Lack  of  space  requires  that  many  of  our  8,052  book  collection 
be  housed   in  a  basement  room  —  an  unhealed,  poorly  lighted  room. 

Library  hours  are:  Monday  and  Wednesday  from  2:00  P.M.  to 
8:00  P.M.,  Friday  from  1:00  P.M.  to  5:00  P.M.  and  Saturday  from  9:00 
A.M.  to  1 :00  P.M. 

Marjorie  Mohr  is  our  librarian.  Mary  Batchelder  serves  as  assist- 
ant librarian.

The  Alton  Police  Department  has  had  a  very  active  year  in  both 
Motor  Vehicle  and  Criminal  cases., 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  total  number  of  accidents  has 
dropped  from  141  in  1976  to  83  accidents  in  1977.  I  feel  that  this  is 
due  to  the  purchase  of  the  moving  radar  that  was  put  in  operation  in 
June. 

The  number  of  Motor  Vehicle  cases  was  410  in  1977  compared  to 
211  cases  in  1976. 

Larceny  and  burglaries  still  continue  to  be  a  time  consuming 
problem  to  the  department,  and  I  appeal  to  the  people  of  Alton  to  report 
any  suspicious  activity  that  they  might  see,  and  in  this  way  cut  down 
on  these  crimes. 

During  the  ten  week  summer  period,  the  Selectmen  authorized 
extra  police  protection  for  the  Bay  Area,  which  I  feel  was  a  great  help 
in  reducing  vandalism  and  other  problems. 

On  behalf  of  the  Alton  Police  Department,  I  would  like  to  extend 
thanks  to  the  Selectmen,  the  Sheriff's  Department,  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Police,  the  Fish  and  Game  Department,  all  Special  Officers  and 
to  all  Alton  residents  for  their  fine  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  ENGINEER 

"By  the  rubbish  in  our  wake"  Rudyard  Kipling,  in  a  poem,  sets 
the  framework  in  talking  about  societies  accomplishments.  Times 
apparently  have  not  changed  and  rubbish  or,  what  to  do  with  it,  still 
plagues  our  society.  We  in  Alton  generate  between  2000  and  2700  tons 
of  rubbish  a  year  depending  on  whose  figures  you  use. 

From  a  practical  standpoint,  the  Immediate  solution  for  Alton  is 
landfill.   Burying  the  rubbish  in  our  wake. 

As  rubbish  weighs  about  700  lbs.  per  cubic  yard  an  area  of  an 
acre,  four  feet  deep,  will  be  required  each  year  to  dispose  of  this 
rubbish.  A  recycling  program  taking  out  paper,  glass,  and  metals 
will  cut  this  volume  in  two  and  in  this  context  recycling  not  only 
makes  sense,  it  becomes  a  must.  We  would  not  only  save  the  resources 
and  deal  with  a  saleable  commodity,  but  most  important,  we  would 
save  one  half  of  the  volume  of  the  ground  required  to  bury  it. 

Incineration  was  not  overlooked  in  coming  to  the  landfill  decision. 
An  initial  investment  of  approximately  $275,000.,  a  yearly  operating 
cost  of  about  $40,000.,  mandatory  recycling  and  certain  operating 
problems  eliminated  further  consideration  of  this  method. 

The  initial  investment  for  a  transfer  operation  (to  ship  rubbish 
out  of  town)  was  considerably  less  but  a  yearly  operating  cost  of  about 
$45,000.  and  the  lack  of  control  of  the  transport  costs  made  this  so- 
lution impractical  for  the  present  time. 

In  addition  to  our  basic  surface  water  sampling  this  year,  a  test 
sampling  program  under  the  sponsorship  of  Lakes  Region  Planning 
Commission,  was  conducted  using  boat  mounted  detection  equipment 
that  pinpoints  nutrient  seepage  into  the  lake  from  defective  septic 
systems.  This  program  is  presently  being  evaluated  and  further  im- 
plementation may  be  performed  this  year, 

195  building  permits  were  issued  in  1977  for  a  stated  value  of 
$1,334,095.  Of  these  permits,  24  were  issued  for  new  houses  at  an 
average  value  of  $27,200.  17  permits  were  Issued  for  mobile  homes 
at  an  average  value  of  $6,550.  of  which  14  units  were  moved  into  the 
community  during  the  year  and  3  permits  remain  outstanding. 

There  were  also  an  increase  in  permits  issued  by  the  Health 
Department,  These  include  29  for  new  wells  and  45  sanitary  permits 
for  new  and  repaired  sanitary  disposal  systems. 

Preliminary  planning  for  1978,  outstanding  subdivision  approvals 
and  sanitary  permits  indicate  a  continued  high  level  of  growth  for 
the  Town.

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STATE  REPRESENTATIVE'S  REPORT 

ALTON,  BARNSTEAD,  GILMANTON.  DISTRICT  ff4 

In  November,  1976  you  re-elected  me  to  my  sixth  term  as  State 
Representative  from  the  Alton,  Barnstead  and  Gilmanton  area.  During 
those  years,  I  have  worked  hard  to  represent  the  people  of  this  area 
and  to  make  their  concerns  known  in  Concord  at  the  same  time  that  I 
addressed  statewide  problems.  Now,  in  my  second  term  as  Speaker, 
I  am  in  a  position  to  help  solve  many  of  the  problems  which  you  and 
I  together  have  tried  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  state  officials  for 
many  years.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  legislature  is  moving  in 
the  direction  of  creating  a  more  effective  and  efficient  state  govern- 
ment and  that  my  efforts  to  improve  the  legislature  itself  have  met 
with  broad  support  both  inside  that  institution  and  among  the  people 
of  this  state  and  of  my  district.  Many  of  my  efforts  as  Speaker  are 
the  result  of  concerns  you  have  expressed  to  me  over  the  years  as 
your  State  Representative;  and  I  think  it  is  only  fitting  that  you  share 
with  me  the  sense  of  success  and  accomplishment  that  comes  from 
helping  to  make  your  state  government  work  the  way  it  should. 

One  of  the  most  exciting  and  promising  changes  in  Concord  is 
the  new  sense  of  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the  legislature  to  over- 
see an  ever-expanding  executive  bureaucracy.  In  the  last  session, 
the  legislature  established  a  joint  committee  (commonly  known  as 
the  "Sunset  Committee")  which  is  responsible  for  seeing  that  all 
state  agencies  are  given  a  regular  and  thorough  review  designed  to 
Improve  their  effectiveness,  reduce  their  cost  and  even  to  eliminate 
them  if  they  are  no  longer  needed.  I  was  recently  elected  Chairman 
of  that  important  Committee.  For  too  many  years,  government  at  both 
the  national  and  state  levels  have  created  agency  after  agency  without 
giving  any  thought  to  whether  the  money  they  were  spending  was 
producing  the  results  they  intended.  As  Chairman  of  the  Sunset  Com- 
mittee, I  can  help  to  accomplish  something  which  my  constituents 
and  the  people  of  the  state  have  repeatedly  mentioned  to  me  as  one 
of  their  principal  concerns  —  the  growth  of  state  government. 

Another  promising  sign  was  the  establishment  of  a  special  com- 
mittee to  review  the  creation  of  licensing  boards  and  commissions. 
That  important  committee  was  established  by  a  House  resolution 
which  I  supported.  Many  people  in  my  district  and  throughout  the 
state  feel  strongly  that  the  trades  and  professions  have  used  licens- 
ing requirements  to  protect  themselves  and  not  to  advance  the  best 
interests  of  the  general  public.  This  new  committee  is  one  more 
attempt  by  a  revitalized  House  of  Representatives  to  reduce  bureau- 
cratic red  tape  and  to  make  state  government  more  effective  and  re- 
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sponsive  to  your  needs.    This  committee  and  the  new  Sunset  Committee 
will   both  focus  on  the  need  to  periodically   examine  state  policies. 
They  are  part  of  a  new  spirit  in  the  state  legislature  that  is  not  afraid 
to  ask,  "What  is  state  government  doing,  why  is  it  doing  it  and  how 
well  is  it  performing?" 

As  of  this  writing,  the  question  of  whether  we  will  have  a  special 
session  or  not  is  still  unanswered.  The  members  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  voted  overwhelmingly  to  insist  that  the  Senate  report 
all  House  bills  that  it  receives  out  of  committee  for  action  by  the 
full  Senate,  just  as  the  House  does  for  all  Senate  bills.  For  years, 
special  interest  groups,  the  Chief  Executive  and  executive  agencies 
have  used  an  antiquated  and  unfair  Senate  rule  to  l<ill  bills  without 
ever  taking  a  vote  on  them  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate.  Your  State 
Senators  often  do  not  even  have  an  opportunity  to  vote  on  those  bills, 
I  sincerely  hope  that  the  members  of  the  Senate  will  change  this  rule 
so  that  an  equal  partnership  can  exist  between  the  Senate  and  the 
House  in  conducting  the  public's  business.  Your  "right  to  know" 
is  one  of  your  most  important  rights  because  you  cannot  vote  intel- 
ligently unless  you  know  whether  your  State  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives are  voting  in  your  best  interest.  My  position  has  not  been  popu- 
lar with  some  of  the  State  newspapers,  but  it  has  found  strong  support 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  among  both  Republicans  and  Demo- 
cratSo  I  firmly  believe  that  these  changes  in  the  way  the  legislature 
does  business  will  bring  about  a  more  open  and  effective  state  govern- 
ment. All  of  these  changes  in  Concord  will,  I  hope,  improve  the  de- 
livery of  services  to  New  Hampshire  citizens  while  reducing  the  cost 
to  New  Hampshire  taxpayers  of  providing  these  serviceso 

Last  year  the  legislature  passed  House  Bill  228  which  increases 
the  amount  of  money  to  be  given  to  the  towns  in  the  state  for  construc- 
tion and  rebuilding  of  town  roads  (specifically  Class  IV  or  V  high- 
ways)o  Under  this  new  law  money  is  collected  through  a  1$  gas  tax 
increase  and  will  be  distributed  to  the  towns  every  three  months 
based  on  the  amount  of  taxes  collected  in  a  previous  three-month 
period. 

Estimated  payments  for  1978  under  this  additional  subsidy  pro- 
gram are  as  follows:  Alton,  $13,070<.90;  Barnstead,  $11,826.00;  and 
Gilmanton,  $9,897.00= 

The  following  figures  represent  highway  aid  distributions  from 
the  state  that  the  towns  in  our  district  will  be  receiving  in  1978, 
Included  in  the  totals  are  the  additional  subsidy  monies  listed  above.

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The  work  on  Shellcamp  Pond  Dam  in  Gilmanton  was  finally  com- 
pleted last  fall.  That  $42,000,00  project  provided  for  reconstruction 
of  the  dam  and  repair  of  the  spillway.  The  Suncook  Lake  Dam  recon- 
struction project  in  Barnstead,  originally  scheduled  for  the  spring  of 
1  977,  was  delayed,  according  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Water  Resources 
Board,  because  of  unusually  high  water  levels  that  prohibited  draw 
down  of  the  lakOo  Repair  work  for  that  $40,000,00  project  is  scheduled 
to  begin  this  month  or  next  so  that  the  summer  water  levels  will  be 
adequate  for  recreational  use. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  has  informed  me  that  reconstruc- 
tion of  1,2  miles  of  New  Hampshire  Route  28  has  been  slated  for 
1978.  This  $1  million  project  will  begin  approximately  400  yards 
west  of  the  Route  107  intersection  and  will  run  east  on   Route  28,

Anyone  who  thinks  the  New  Hampshire  General  Court  is  just  a 
place  for  those  with  little  to  do  to  generate  a  lot  of  hot  air  hasn't 
visited  Concord  during  the  1977  legislative  session. 

No  only  have  the  representatives  changed  in  character,  but  also 
in  attitude.  The  average  age  has  dropped  to  51  with  the  under-30 
group  currently  numbering  71.  There  are  even  three  representatives 
who  were  only  19  years  old  during  the  session.  The  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives also  now  boasts  106  lady  legislators,  the  highest  number 
in  the  nation.  And  state  representatives  don't  just  sit  there  anymore. 
Almost  2000  pieces  of  legislation  were  considered  during  the  session, 
an  indication  that  your  representatives  want  to  work  at  state  govern- 
ment. 

Many  important  issues  were  considered  over  the  past  year,  not 
the  least  of  which  was  a  complete  examination  and  re-codification  of 
our  election  laws.  Among  important  areas  affected  are  voter  registra- 
tion, absentee  voting,  public  availability  of  checklists  and  voter 
qualifications.  One  measure,  now  law,  which  I  sponsored  prohibits 
candidates  from  counting  ballots  on  which  their  name  appears. 

Other  major  areas  of  new  law  include  such  varied  measure  as  a 
"sunset  law"  which  requires  state  agencies  to  justify  their  existence, 
establishment  of  a  municipal  bond  bank  to  facilitate  municipal  borrow- 
ing, and  mandatory  jail  sentences  for  any  felony  in  which  firearm  is 
used.  Consumer  protection  was  also  a  major  battle  cry  for  legislators 
this  year  with  topics  ranging  from  full-disclosure  on  condominium 
purchasing  to  regulating  automobile  repairs  to  establishing  a  safe- 
water  drinking  act. 

Of  the  nearly  2000  bills  considered,  almost  500  concerned  local 
municipalities.  Among  these  were  three  measures  which  can  only 
become  law  after  approval  by  local  voters.  These  are:  expansion  of 
the  elderly  property  tax  exemption  from  $35,000  to  $50,000;  a  tax 
exemption  for  wind-powered  energy  systems;  and  adoption  of  a  stand- 
ard dog  control  law  for  dogs  running  at  large.  Other  new  laws  of 
interest  to  such  communities  as  Alton,  Barnstead,  and  Gilmanton  are 
removal  of  the  $300  annual  limitation  for  care  of  uncared  for  cemeteries, 
initiation  of  a  penalty  for  not  filing  completed  annual  property  inven- 
tory forms,  and  extension  of  Vietnam  veterans  benefits  to  those  who 
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served  before  August  5,  1964. 

My  own  efforts  apart  from  work  on  election  reform  legislation 
were  as  varied  as  the  entire  session.  Much  of  my  energies  were  direc- 
ted towards  trying  to  establish  more  equitable  telephone  service  for 
rural  New  Hampshire.  A  measure  permitting  toll-free  calls  to  town 
emergency  numbers  made  by  residents  within  the  community  is  now 
law,  although  it  should  be  expanded  to  include  all  local  emergency 
services,  even  if  they  may  be  in  another  town.  A  second  effort  in 
this  area  involved  removal  of  all  toll  charges  for  calls  placed  within 
the  boundaries  of  a  town.  Although  this  did  not  pass  the  Senate,  it 
appears  enough  pressure  has  been  placed  upon  the  telephone  companies 
to  generate  some  results.  The  jury  remains  out,  however,  on  the  final 
disposition  of  this  vital  issue. 

Another  major  concern  for  this  area  involves  the  U.  S.  Army  Corps 
of  Engineers  jurisdiction  over  our  waterways,  A  completely  separate 
threat  to  state  and  local  control  from  that  of  the  Coast  Guard  of  two 
years  ago,  I  successfully  sponsored  a  plea  to  our  congressional  del- 
egation to  take  action  to  curb  the  Corps'  jurisdiction.  Unfortunately, 
for  whatever  reason,  Congress  has  not  yet  been  receptive  to  our  re- 
quest. 

Other  legislation  in  which  I  took  an  active  role  as  sponsor  or 
co-sponsor  included:  control  of  hazardous  substances,  continuing 
programs  for  the  Commission  on  the  Arts,  and  revised  licensing  of 
child-caring  and  child-placing  agencies. 

A  legislative  session,  however,  is  not  just  law  making.  It  is  also 
listening  to  you  and  weighing  your  opinion.  It  is  also  providing  infor- 
mation and  assistance  to  you  at  the  state  level. 

Although  the  1977  legislature  faced  many  of  the  complex  issues 
of  our  modern  society,  there  were  equally  as  many  left  unresolved. 
Among  these  unsolved  issues  are:  land  use,  population  growth  and 
development;  returnable  containers;  gambling;  wine  in  grocery 
stores;   changes  in  the  drinking  age;    and  utility  regulation. 

Whenever  we  are  in  session,  I  will  resume  regular  office  hours  in 
each  town.  But  in  the  interim,  let  me  know  your  opinions  on  the  issues 
of  the  day.  It  is  the  only  way  I  can  reflect  your  viewpoints  in 
Concord.  And  don't  hesitate  to  contact  me  with  either  questions  or 
problems  on  state  government.

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EXECUTIVE   COUNCILOR'S   REPORT 
DISTRICT  ONE 

As  Executive  Councilor  for  District  One  which  covers  62%  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  (102  towns  and  3  cities),  I  am  pleased  to 
submit  this  short  report  to  the  citizens  of  your  town. 

The  Executive  Council  of  New  Hampshire  is  elected  from  five 
districts  portioned  by  population.  The  work  of  the  Council  has  been 
described  as  similar  to  that  of  a  board  of  directors  for  State  business. 
The  New  Hampshire  Constitution  provides  that  the  Council  shall  from 
time  to  time  advise  the  Governor  in  the  affairs  of  State.  State  law  as 
passed  by  our  General  Court  mandates  much  of  State  government  to 
be  acted  upon  "with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council." 

Our  meetings  in  the  State  House  Council  Chambers  are  open  to  the 
public,  and  I  would  welcome  having  any  citizens  from  our  District 
attend  any  of  the  meetings. 

The  responsibilities  of  the  Governor  and  Council  are  so  diversified 
as  to  defy  any  attempt  at  exact  classification.  Their  activities  extend 
to  the  appointment  of  certain  public  officials,  to  a  general  supervision 
over  State  departments,  to  State  expenditures,  to  pardon  matters  and 
to  a  variety  of  other  duties  .  .  .  State  officials  and  employees,  State 
fiscal  matters,  pardons,  commutations  and  reprieves,  eminent  domain 
and  related  responsibilities,  State  contracts  and  leases,  public  waters, 
State  industrial  and  recreational  interests  and  miscellaneous  respon- 
sibilities. 

From  time  to  time,  as  Councilor  if  I  can  be  of  help  to  cities, 
towns,  counties,  agencies  and  individuals,  I  stand  ready  to  do  so 
especially  if  the  problem  or  concern  has  to  do  with  State  government. 
However,  as  many  of  you  know,  much  of  our  government,  at  the  local 
level,  is  funded  by  not  only  local  dollars  but  State  and  Federal  monies 
are  many  times  involved  which  means  that  several  levels  of  government 
are  involved.  In  such  cases  we  must  turn  to  our  local  town  adminis- 
trative assistants,  regional  planning  commissions,  county  officials 
and  others  for  help  and  guidance.

One  of 
our  members  is  a  Red  Cross  First  Aid  instructor  and  even  though 
you  are  not  interested  in  joining  the  ambulance  service  we  would  be 
happy  to  have  you  join  the  next  First  Aid  Class  so  that  you  could  be 
in  a  position  to  help  your  family,  neighbors  or  members  of  the  commun- 
ity should  the  situation  arise. 

Let  us  hear  from  youo  The  people  you  help  will  certainly  be 
most  grateful  and  no  words  could  describe  the  feeling  you  get  inside 
when  you  can  help  someone  less  fortunate  than  you.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  ALTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Alton  Fire  Department  is  a  group  of  dedicated  volunteers 
accepting  the  job  of  providing  protection  from  fire  and  aiding  in  other 
emergencies  the  citizens  of  Alton. 

In  order  to  do  this,  the  department  maintains  four  strategically 
located  fire  stations  -  in  East  Alton,  West  Alton,  Alton  Bay  and  Alton 
Centralo  It  also  maintains  a  number  of  pieces  of  fire  and  support 
Apparatus,  including  five  pumper-tankers  ranging  from  the  new  and 
highly  versatile  Engine  5  to  the  old  and  outdated  Engine  2  in  the 
Bay  Station.  The  latest  piece  of  equipment  put  in  operation  is  Ladder 
1,  this  apparatus  is  not  new  but  rebuilt  and  equipped  by  the  men  of 
the  Department  in  their  spare  time,  the  vehicle  used  was  the  pumper- 
tanker  formerly  stationed  in  West  Alton,  and  is  now  in  service,  serving 
as  a  Ladder  and  Equipment  Truck,  stationed  at  Alton  Central. 

In  a  continuing  effort  to  keep  the  department  firefighters  up  to 
date  in  new  techniques  and  to  practice  and  develop  higher  skills  in 
the  standard  procedures,  the  members  of  the  department  were  involved 
in  over  1500  hours  of  training  this  past  year,  this  amount  and  even 
more  training  is  needed  to  provide  the  protection  required  by  a  Town 
that  is  continuing  to  grow  and  require  more  and  better  service. 

WHO  NEEDS  IT  SOME  ASK?  I'll  probably  never  have  a  fire 
or  other  emergency  that  will  make  it  necessary  for  me  to  call  the  fire 
department,  we  hope  not  but  if  you  do,  the  department  will  be  there, 
and  hopefully  with  that  very  special  piece  of  equipment  that  YOU 
need  then  and  there  to  save  a  life  dear  to  you  or  to  protect  your  prop- 
erty from  further  destruction,  handled  by  firefighters  trained  and  ded- 
icated to  doing  the  job. 

Last  year  the  Alton  Department  according  to  figures  kept  by  the 
Lakes  Region  Dispatch  Center,  a  very  vital  link  in  the  Departments 
overall  efforts,  your  department  responded  to  110  calls  of  various 
kinds,  including  calls  to  help  other  towns  during  their  emergencies, 
as  they  respond  to  help  us  when  needed, 

A  few  statistics  that  might  be  of  interest: 
Response  time:

Alton  Fire  Wards 
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REPORT  OF   DISTRICT  FIRE   CHIEF   AND 
TOWN   FOREST   FIRE   WARDEN 

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and  town/ 
city  responsibility  (RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (  State  Forester) 
appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in 
each  town/city  upon  the  recommendation  of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  preven- 
tion and  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the  kindling 
of  outside  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  by  the 
issuance  of  written  permits  only  when  conditions  are  safe.  He  Is 
responsible  for  suppression  with  the  town/city  and  state  sharing  the 
cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  ^k  of  1%  of  the  assessed  valuation 
of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and 
helps  coordinate  activities  between  towns/cities.  The  state  also 
supports  local  forces  with  backup  personnel,  equipment,  and  supplies 
for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in  1893, 
works  well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest  acreage 
losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  25  years.
